Bringing You Good News 
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Basham Votes To Prohibit Obscene Ads on Buildings 


Senator Raymond Basham 


State Senator Ray Basham (D-—Taylor) 
has voted to support the passage of legisla- 





tion to ban explicit signs painted or hung 
on buildings. Senate Bill 879, which was 
introduced by Senator Tupac A. Hunter 
(D—Detroit), would establish restrictions on 


_ the type of building signage that sexually 


oriented businesses can display. 

“There is no justification for compa- 
nies exposing anyone passing by — especially 
kids — to indecent images in order to adver- 
tise,” said Sen. Basham. “The public inter- 
est should be upheld before a sexually ori- 
ented business's commercial concerns, and 
I am pleased to support this legislation.” 

SB 879 would limit building signs that 
advertise a sexually oriented business to the 
depiction of words and numbers only, and 
would permit them to list only the name 


and type of business, the location, and the 


hours of operation. Further, such businesses 
would be allowed to use their trademark 
on a sign only if that trademark has been 


registered under the federal Lanham Act, 
which does not allow certain images, 
including those that are considered im- 
moral, to be trademarked. 

The legislation on building signs is a 
companion bill to SB 266, cosponsored by 
Senator Basham, which regulates obscene 
images on billboards. SB 266 was approved 
by the Senate earlier this year, and is now 
in the House Transportation Committee. 

Basham has sponsored legislation of his 
own regarding adult entertainment estab- 
lishments. SB 43 would allow local munici- 
palities to require employees of adult estab- 
lishments to obtain a local work permit to 
ensure that they are of legal age for employ- 
ment there. SB 44 would create an adult 
entertainment facility tax of $3 per cus- 
tomer, which would be deposited into the 
State’s domestic violence prevention and 


treatment fund. CJ 





Action on the Local Officers Compen- 
sation Commission’s recent recommenda- 
tion to cut City elected officials’ wages has 
been postponed until next month by the 
Taylor City Council, and Council is urging 


the Commission to reconvene — and recon- 


sider its recommendation — in the interim. 
At the suggestion of Mayor Jeffrey P. 


Lamarand, the Commission voted on 


December 7 to reduce all elected officials’. 
wages, recommending a 15% cut for the ~ 
Mayor, 10% for City Council members, 


and 5% for the Clerk and Treasurer. 
According to City Clerk Mary Ann 

Rilley, the Council has 30 days from the 

date of the Commission's final yote to do 

one of the following: 

e receive and file the recommendation, 
effectively approving it; 

° reject the recommendation, thereby 
maintaining the status quo; or 

e take no action, and allow the recom- 
mendation to take effect by default. 


The Council does not have the option to 


adopt a salary cut or increase that differs 
from the Commission’s recommendation. 

Council’s decision to postpone its vote 
until January 5, 2010, came after some 
Council members — including Herman 
“Butch” Ramik and Jacklyn Molner — voiced 


support for a stronger measure that would 


establish an across-the-board cut of 15% | 


for all City elected officials. 


Despite disagreement on the optimum 


~ amount for the Council, Clerk, and Trea- 


surfer pay cuts, everyone seemed to concur 


_ that some reduction was necessary. 


Lamarand, who was elected as Taylor's 
full-time mayor in November, said salary 
cuts were necessary to battle a funding 


shortfall in the current fiscal year, which 


includes a reduction of $1.1 million in State 
revenue sharing, as well as an estimated 
$6-million decrease in the upcoming fiscal 
year, which starts July 1, 2010. 

“If we require getting costs under con- 


oe trol, it starts with me,” Lamarand said. “We 
ae cant be saying one thing and doing another. 
We re leading by example.” 


According to Lamarand, the reductions 


. mee by the Compensation Com- 


mission would bring Taylor in line with 
neighboring communities and municipali- 
ties of similar size, population, and taxable 
value. To support his recommendations, he 
presented documentation from both the 


Michigan Municipal League and the South- 


_ east Michigan Council of Governments. 
Members of the Compensation Com- 


mission also presented data defending their 
recommendations, including their assertion 
that a 15% cut for the Clerk and Treasurer 


_would be too much, since those salaries are 


already less than municipalities of equal size. 
Council Chairwoman Cheryl Burke 
told the little paper that she was prepared to 
approve the Commission's suggestions on 
Tuesday. 
“I am pleased to support these recom- 
mendations to show our community that 


their elected officials are willing to step up 


to the plate and make some wage conces- 
sions on behalf of our taxpayers,” she ex- 
plained. “Unfortunately a majority of City 


Taylor Council Postpones Decision on Proposed Salary Cuts 


Council members voted to postpone the 
issue until our January 5 meeting.” 

Burke said the postponement was es- 
pecially disappointing since the Compen- 
sation Commission chairman indicated that 
the panel’s decision was unlikely to change 
through January. ; 

“This commission worked hard in ana- 
lyzing the latest data comparisons with 
other like communities in order to bring 
these recommendations to Council,” she 
stated, “It is not my intention to attempt 
to influence or change in any way the 
Commission’s recommendations, nor 
should any other elected official in Taylor, 
in my opinion. I appreciate the hard work 
of the Compensation Commission mem- 
bers, and hope that the Taylor City Coun- 
cil will join me on January 5 in approving 
the recommendations for pay reductions for 
Taylor's elected officials.” 

But, in a phone interview with the /ittle 
paper, Councilman Ramik said that the pro- 
posed wage cuts aren't nearly enough. 

“Are we worried about whether our 
officials’ wages match those of some other 
community, or are we worried about the 
needs of the City of Taylor?” he asked. “We 
have to be concerned with what our, city 
can afford. 

“As elected officials, we have to dem- 
onstrate leadership,” he continued. “We 
have to step up and show that we are will- 
ing to make the same sacrifices that we will 


be asking other City employees to make.”

Downtown Projects To Boost Jobs, Quality of Life

This past year, Romulus’ continued 
ageressive efforts to bring back our down- 
town. Mayor Alan R. Lambert and the 
Downtown Development Authority con- 
tinue to invest in cost-effective projects that 
will strengthen our downtown, attract new 
businesses, and improve our citizens’ qual- 
ity of life: The results have been hugely 
positive. 

This holiday season, citizens can see 
one change when they come downtown: 
Reflecting our commitment to save tax 
dollars and energy costs, Mayor Lambert 
and the DDA will use energy-saving LED 
Christmas lights downtown, and have 
already begun using them at City Hall. 

We're also proud of our deep roots in 
Romulus. Mayor Lambert and the DDA 


continue working with local property own- 


ers to acquire more land for the popular 


Romulus Historical Park. In summer, we 
restored the exterior of the Samuel L. 
Kingsley historic home in the park. We are 
also preparing to restore the CSX caboose 
in the park. 

At the same time, we are updating and 
beautifying buildings to promote our down- 
town, including designing the facade of the 
building that currently houses the Greater 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce at 11189 
Shook Road. Mayor Lambert and the DDA 
are also providing incentives for other 
downtown businesses to improve their 
facades through the Facade Enhancement 
Grant Program. So far, four downtown 
businesses have been awarded matching 
funds to build a new facade. 

New projects to attract people down- 
town were also in the DDA’s focus in 2009, 
including: 
¢ completing two LED digital displays at 

City Hall and Historical Park, as well 
as installing a new sign at the northwest 
corner of Wayne and Goddard roads and 


14 new directional signs to downtown; 


e purchasing a four-faced street clock and 
installing it at the Five Points intersec- 
tion with the help of the Romulus 
Wesleyan Church — a project that also 
included landscape improvements; 

e paving the City parking lot adjacent to 
Mary Ann Banks Park and the area west 
of the Wesleyan church, with landscap- 
ing south of the park; 

e improving the Romulus Senior Center 
by purchasing two adjacent lots and 
using a Home Depot grant to build a 
community garden, with a 2010 com- 
pletion date; and 

e bringing music to Historical Park in the 
summer through a free concert series, 
“Sounds in Downtown, that featured, 
among others, Straight Ahead (jazz), the 
Romulus High School Jazz Band, 
Kimmie Horn (jazz), 6-Foot Poles (clas- 
sic rock), the BackBeats (Beatles trib- 
ute), and Romulus-area gospel singers 
(thanks to Mayor Lambert, the DDA, 
and the Parks and Recreation depart- 
ment, as well as Smooth Jazz V98.7 and 
104.3 WOMC). 

The DDA is also looking well into the 
future through a project that ultimately 
aims to brand our community as a great 
place in which to live, work, invest, and 
raise a family. We are always looking for 
ideas from citizens about the images, icons, 
and other themes that let others know what 
a terrific place Romulus is.

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Lamarand Appoints 2 to Key Positions 





Taylor Mayor Jeffrey P. Lamarand has 
made his first two appointments to key 
positions in his administration. 


Amanda Banas has been named as the 


Director of Executive Affairs, while Rocky 
Alazazi has been appointed Director of 
Building and Safety. Both report directly 
to the Mayor. 

Lamarand, who was elected Mayor in. 
November, said that Banas and Alazazi 
bring expertise to their positions; they were 
hired with lower salaries than their prede- 
cessors; and they are armed with ideas to 
save the City money. aar 

Banas, who lives in Trenton, is part of 
the Mayor's office staff. Lamarand said her 
background as an attorney could offset some 
of the City’s legal expenses, and she will be 
an asset in the Human Resources Depart- 
ment, as well. | 

Banas earned a bachelor’s degree in 
criminal justice from Grand Valley State 
University and her Juris Doctorate from the 
Thomas M. Cooley Law School in Lansing, 
where she graduated cum laude. 

Since 2004, Banas has worked as a 
practicing attorney, most recently at Mizer- 
owski and Associates PC in Plymouth. She 
managed large case loads in many areas, in- 
cluding employment and contract law; pro- 
vided legal opinions and recommendations; 
and participated in contract negotiations. 

Lamarand said that Banas established 
a reputation as a detail-oriented and highly 
analytical professional who works produc- 
tively with people at all levels: supervisors, 
executives, colleagues, staff, clients, subor- 
dinates, and the public. 

Working in a service-driven environ- 
ment, Banas reviewed case law and court 
opinions to make recommendations regard- 
ing claims, litigation, settlements, and ap- 
peals by analyzing, interpreting and apply- 
ing the law. She also mentored and trained 
associates on all aspects of the law. 

In his new position of Director of 
Building and Safety, Taylor native Alazazi 
oversees the day-to-day operations of the 


Office of Development Services in City 


Hall. That department includes building, 
planning, zoning, economic development, 
and code and ordinance enforcement. 

Lamarand said that Alazazi arrived at 
City Hall with an excellent reputation of 
handling multiple projects simultaneously, 
coordinating businesses’ operations, and 
developing and implementing standardized 
practices/ procedures to accomplish goals.

Alazazi is certified as a Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental Design Accred- 
ited Professional (LEED AP) and as a Com- 
missioning Process Management Profes- 
sional (CPMP), and has other licenses and 
certifications. He also has a degree in heat- 
ing, ventilation, and air conditioning. 

His professional memberships include 
the American Society of Heating Refrigera- 
tion and Air-Conditioning Engineers, and 
he is a member of the United States Green 
Building Council, which focuses on energy- 
efficient building design. 

Alazazi spent 14 years as a facilitator 


~at American Axle and Manufacturing, 


where he managed 15 associates. He also 
owned two companies: Iceman Refrigera- 
tion and Dependable Cab. 

Most recently, Alazazi served as a 
project engineer with Novi-based Horizon 
Engineering Associates. He was the primary 
commissioning authority during all project 
stages, from pre-design to occupancy. 


Projects under his watch included commer-

The Mayor said Alazazi’s energy-effi- 
ciency analysis work at the Taylor Sportsplex 
has already saved the City substantial money. 

Lamarand also said further reductions 
will be necessary to compensate for the 
Citys projected loss of an estimated $1.1 
million in State revenue sharing funds, and 
a projected budget shortfall due to antici- 
pated property tax reductions. O

Council Postpones Decision on Salary Cuts

Ramik continued to downplay the 
importance of having Taylor measure up to 
an outside yardstick. : 

“When it comes time to negotiate with 
our union employees, are we going to do 
similar comparisons for all of their salaries?” 
he asked. “We have to do what’s best for 
the City of Taylor.” 

The current mayoral salary set by the 
Commission is $102,151. A 15% reduction 
would bring it to $86,828. 

Taylor's other two full-time elected offi- 
cials, the Clerk and Treasurer, each earn 
$68,003 a year. Their salaries would be re- 
duced to $64,602 based on a 5% cut. 

Taylor City Council members earn 
$13,686 annually; their wages would drop 
to $12,317 with a 10% decrease. The chair- 
woman, who currently receives $16,306, 
would see a reduction to $14,675. The 
chairwoman pro-tem gets $14,341; her re- 
vised salary would be $12,906. 


All of the members present at last 


week's Compensation Commission meet- 
ing voted in favor of the proposed reduc- 
tions. They were: Chairman Jerry Ziemba 
(who has served since 1993), Gary Johnson 
(1997), Diana Chavez (1999), Gwen Hicks- 
Bishop (1999), Nick Waselewski (2008), 
and Keith Brown (2009). 

“It was a difficult decision that had to 


be made,” said Chairman Ziemba, “but, 


with the state of the economy, and specifi- _ 


cally the City of Taylor's revenue shortfall, 
we had to make a deCision to start cutting 
salaries for the elected officials.” 

If the Commission’s current recom- 
mendations are implemented, they will take 
effect on January 1,:2010, and continue 
through December 31, 2011. 

The City Council’s decision to post- 
pone its vote was passed in a series of three 
motions, all by a 5—2 margin, with Council 
members Ramik, Molner, John Delo, 
Dennis Stapleton, and Suzanne Weycker in 
support, and Councilwomen Burke and Jill 


Brandana opposed. (J
